Cinna - Based on my conversations with you and with La Plata County last week, this is 
where I believe we stand on this sampling event. I’m copying the Environmental Unit 
Leader and Deputy Incident Commander in Durango as well, so they can correct any 
inaccuracies. 


La Plata County intends to collect samples from the Gold King Mine for the additional 
constituents we identified in our meeting with them last week. They understand that they 
can claim reimbursement for the sampling and analysis costs through the yet to be 
issued cooperative agreement under the “pre-award” provisions of that agreement. 

Since they will be acting with our approval to conduct the sampling, and the time period 
for the sampling falls under the allowable pre-award time frame, the current consent for 
access between EPA and the mine owner can be extended to the County for purposes 
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of conducting this sampling event. 


I believe the Environmental Unit has been working to amend the Quality Assurance 
Project Plan (QAPP) to include the additional constituents of interest to the County and 
to share the amended QAPP with them for their use for this particular sampling event. 
The Incident Command is coordinating physical site access and timing for the sampling.
